FIN REACH OF

St. Louis Companies .Will Re- 
duce the Rates About 
10 Per Cent. 


Following the announcement ju&t made 


in New York that taxicab rates would 
be increased 10 per cent there, the heads 
of the two leading taxicab cognpanies in 
St. Louis said that, instead of raising 
the rate, they intended to lower it about 
1¢ per cént May 1. 

The change in’ St:° Louls will’ consist 
of an abandonment of the double tariff 
system, and a substitution of a single 
rate per distance, for any number of 
passéngers, from one. to four. Under 
the double tariff system, one or two pas- 
sengers paid 50: cents for the first mile 
and 10 cents for each additional quarter 
mile, while three or foun passengers 
paid 60 cents for the first two-thirds 
mile and 10 cents for each additional 
one-sixth mile. ” 


The New Scale. ’ 

The new rate will charge 50 cents 
for the first half mile, regardless of 
the number of passengers,,and 10 cents 
,for each succeeding quarter mile. L. 
Ww. Childress, president .of the Colum- 
bia Taxicab Co., will institute the new 
rates first. J. E. Stewart, manager of 
the St. Louis Taxicab Co., stated that 
his company would adopt the new tariff 
as soon as its competitor did, as the 
St. Louis company has considered the 
single tariff the best system for some 
time.

Physician Declares It Is Danger- 


ous for Children to Play 
the Game. 


SIGHT ‘LOSS PREVENTABLE 


Speaker at Medical Meeting 
Says 40 Per Cent of Cases 
Are Needless. 


The game of mumble-de-peg, so fas- 
cinating to boys who delight to flip 
a knife unti] the loser is compelled to 
pull a peg from the ground with his 
teeth, is responsible for a large percent- 
age of the blindness: in the world, in the 
opinion of Dr. John, Green, president of 
the Missouri Assochkation for the Pre- 
vention of Blindness. 

Mothers should be warned of the dan- 
rer ‘of allowing their children to play 
with knives or sharp-pointed scissors, 
thus preventing many cases of needless 
Llindness, Dr. Green declared in a paper 
he read Thursday night at the St. Louls 
Medical Society Hall, 3523 Pine street. 
His talk was given as one of a series of 
public lectures arranged by the Public 
Health Education Committee of the 
American Medical Association.

Forty Per Cent Preventable. 
“Forty per cent of all blindness is 


preventable,”’ he continued. “‘Itis esti- 
mated that there are 2,000,000 sightless 
humans in the world, of which 800,000 
are needlessly blind, whose sight could 
have been saved with a slight degree of 
care. ee 

Dr. Green declared that 3% per cent of 
the pupils in the Missouri School for the 
Blind are needlessly blind. The cost to 
Missouri for caring for persons who be- 
came unnecessarily blind from one cause, 
babies’ sore eyes, is $8000 a year he 
said. This could have been prevented 
by proper care by parents during the 
infaney of the child, in his opinion. 

‘Two minutés of time may prevent 70 
years of darkness,’’ he said. “Two cents 
for protection may save $10,000-.for sup- 
rort of those who go through life sight- 
less. 

“Many accidents causing blindness 
could be averted by the use of care. 
Workmen shoul@not be allowed to pick 
at foreign bodies lodged in the eye of a 
fellow workman. The favorite instru- 
ment for this purpose is a dirty nail, 
which frequently carries infection to the 
eye at the same tigne the trritative sub- 
stance is removed. 


Favors Examinations, 

“Much blindness is prevented by peri- 
odic examination of the eyes of school 
children by physicians. Many defects, 
such as unsuspected blindness of one 
eye, squint, lowered vision, nearsighted- 
ness and grahulated eyelids, are in that 
way brought to light, saving the sight 
of the little ones. 

“Ten per cent of the total blindness 
is caused by inflammation of the eyes 
of new-born infants. This could be pre- 
vented by a simple solution of 1 per cent 
silver nitrate dropped into the eyes of 
the child at birth.’’

Ernest Thompson Seton, naturalist, 
author of “Wild Animals I Have 
Known,” and kindred books and stories, 
said at the Planters Hotel Friday morn- 
ing that the Boy Scout Movement, im 
the interests of which he had come to 
St. Louis should undoubtedly result 
in a better. Zoo. 

Seton visited the Zoo when here sev- 
eral years ago, and said then he didn’t 
think it did the city justice. 

*T am certain the formantion of a 


an irresistible demand for a fine zoo,”’ 
he told a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘One 
of the things which determines the 
promotion of a scout is his knowledge 
of wild animals. No boy -can achieve 
his ambition to hold high-rank in the 
organization without having studied ani- 
mals in real. life, and the orily chance 
in the nin is at the Zoo.

As he talked he took several note- 
cooks from a grip and spread them 
cut on the table.

Here, I will 
show you pictures of the markings pn 
my skunks.”’

“This one is the most valuable—she 
i: @ cunning little trick and a most re- 
markable skunk, entirely black,’ the 
naturalist remarked. “O yes, I keep 
them right at home, in my back yard. 
It isn't so bad, and chicken thieves 
don’t bother.” 

Seton is enthusiastic about the future 
of the Boy Scout movement. There are 
aiready a half million Scouts in Amer- 
ica, he said, and the leaders expect to 
éniarge the number to 10,000,000, or 
practically all the boys of eligible age 
in. the country. 


To Speak to Business Men. 
’ The result of the movement will be 


the making of better citizens and 
better men. My purpose in St. Louis 
is to try to convince business men of 
that fact. I shall speak two or three 
times to men, and I think I will 
be able to get the backing of a good 
number for the Scouts, as soon as 
they understand the good points of 
the organization.”

building Friday at 4 p. m. and speak 
Friday night at a banquet for busi- 
ness men at the Mercantile Club..

By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, April 28.—Several 


hundred mothers gasped when Dr. Tom 
A. ‘Wilhams of. Washington. cold the 
Mothers’ Congress that every child is a 
liar and a thief until taught better. 

‘Dr. Williams, member of the Society 
of. Neurologists- and Psychologists of 
Paris, read a paper on “Model Home 
Life in Relation to Juvenile Delin- 
quency” at the Second International 


Child Welfare Congress at the Arling- 
ton Hotel. Dr. Williams said the apart- 
ment, house is a prolific breeder of juve- 
nile wrongdoing and characterized as “‘a 
crime ‘against childhood the fooling en- 


idearments. of the overfond mother who 


fosters the mollycoddile.” He added: 

“Horrifying as revelations of childish 
delinquency. appear; they should not 
be so regarded as they stand, for it 
should be clearly understood that the 
young child is quite unmoral, and that 
until he is taught better the vices 
of lying, stealing and others are to him 
quite natural. Even when he is told 
they are wrong he may look on their 
prohibition as the somewhat idle ver- 


'biage of elders who do not really mean 


what they say, as their actions have 
often shown him. The reprehens.ble 
feature of the situation is less the 
tendency to and présence of the vices 
that the absence of the means for their 
removal or prevention in the home 
life. 

Example Is Not Enough. 
“Even example is not enough. No one 
would expect a boy to develop muscle 
by watching his father strike the iron 
on an anvil. To acquire any part, op- 
portunity’. to practice must be given. 
So to acquire the most difficult of all 
arts, community life, practice is es- 
sential; precept is. futile. 

“But practice in morality demands a 
real life of relationship with one’s 
equals, in which the will can find scope; 
in which initiative is possible.” 

The child's improvement, said Dt. 
Williams, is. accomplished. by the wish 
to do right, shame at having done 
wrong, and by ‘obligation to make de- 


mands. 

“A healthy ‘body and mind demands 
pabulum on which to work,” he said. 
“But what occupation, save mischief, 
can a child: find spontaneously in a 
modern apartment? The child, to es- 
cape from the vacuity of his home, 
finds its interests in gazing on the life 
outside... This is all very well, but it is 
only a pastime; it leads to no accom- 
plishment. 

“Most of the incidents there are far 
beyond a child’s understanding and are 
bewildering in their number and lack of 
relationship; so that a child soon forms 
a-habit of taking incidents for granted 
without understanding them, especially 
when his questions are either ignored or 
answered by prevarications or absurdi- 
ties, The result of this want of intel- 
lectual discipline is mental slovenliness 
and its ally, untruthfulness.” 

Value of Play to Child, 


_ “In some families the child’s inclina- 


tions are repressed, and his life, while 
surrounded with care and Solicitude, is 
spoiled by ill-advised interference. 
“Truancy is only téo often a means of 
escape from the depressing atmosphere 
pf home. The length to which children 
swill go in- order to escape the outraging 
of their feelings is shown by the alarm- 
ing frequency among the school children 
in.

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THE LOS ANGELES CASE. 

Mr. Owen Miller, president of the Missour! 
State Federation of Labor, in a letter to the Post-| 
Dispatch, protests against what he calls “the 
illegal arrest and kidnaping of officers of labor 
organizations.” He likeng the rushing of the ac- 
cused men from Indianapolis to. Los An- 
geleg to the attempt of the late Mr. Roosevelt to 
take Mr. Joseph Pulitzer from New York to 
Washington to stand trial for_criminal libel. 

Mr. Miller writes as follows: 

While Roosevelt was President he tried the 
Same thing in the case of the Government 
versus Joseph Pulitzer of New York. Being a 
man of prominence, not even the great power 
of the President of the ‘United States. could 
drag Mr. Pulitzer from his home without a 
hearing represented by counsel. Mr. Roosevelt 

- eventually lost, but what might have happened 

could he have dragged Mr. Pulitzer before a 

prejudiced court outside of New York? 

All that labor leaders and their followers 
demand is the same right for an accused 
workingman before the law that is granted 
to the influential citizen. These men are not 
guilty, until proven so, and they have the 
right to a defense as guaranteed by ame Con- 
stitutfon and laws of the land. 

The two cases are not analogous. 

In the first place, Mr. Pulitzer’s case offered no 
reason to believe that a crime had been commit- 
ted by Mr. Pulitzer or anyone else either in the 
city of Washington or in the State of New York 
or anywhere else, aside from Mr. Roosevelt’s as- 
sertions to that effect and his orders to the At- 


torney-General. 


In the second place, if the crime of libel had 
been committed, it was committed in the State 
of New York, a State where one guilty of the of- 
fense could have been severely punished. There 
was a clear. legal issue 8s to the proper place 
to try the accused. 

In the present case a terrible. crime was com- 
mitted. There must be some evidence to justify 
bringing the accused to trial, because requi- 
sition papers were signed by the Governor of Cal- 
ifornia and honored, by the Governor of Indiana. 
If there is to be any blame for the removal the 
blame should be laid on the two governors 
whose orders authorized. the removal. If the 
dynamiters of the Los Angeles. Times are 
to be punished at all, they must, by law, be pun- 
ished in California, the State where the crime was 
committed and there only, 

Mr. Miller writes “these men are not guilty un« 
til proven so, and they have a right to a defense 
as guaranteed by the Constitution and laws of 
the land.” . He is right. If the accused are inno- 
cent, we hope and doubt not that they will be 
gpeedily acquitted.

 PBOGRESS OF THE LORIMER CASE. 

The refusal of Edward Tilden, W, C. Cummings 
and George M. Benedict to appear before the In- 
vestigating Committee of the Illinois Senate does 
not increase the bulk or quality of the doubt that 
money was illegally used, to secure the election 
of Lorimer. 

Tilden is the man mentioned as the payee of 
contributions to the $100,000 bribe fund. Cum- 
mings and Benedict are president and cashier of 
the Drovers’ Trust and Savings Bank where Til- 
den presumably deposited the slush funds, Actual 
testimony, supported by numerous unsworn state- 
ments and many circumstances point to the rec- 
ords of Tilden’s dealings with the Drovers’ Bank 
as the best evidence to confirm or confute a situ- 
ation no longer resting on mere suspicion. 

If there is nothing in the bank records, would 
there be any hesitancy about their production? 
Bank books and documents of all kinds are fre- 
quently produced as evidence in court. There is 
ordinarily nothing sacred about the relations be- 
tween bankers and their customers. There are 
conceivable instances in which publicity of the 
records would cause annoyance and perhaps loss, 
just as publicity might in many conceivable 
cases. 

But -in this case the necessity for the fullest 
publicity transcends every other consideration. 
Honest bankers should be prompted by patriotism 
as well as decency to supply whatever informa- 
tion they have in such a case. The attitude of 
the alleged intermediaries in the bribing is that 
it can’t and shan’t be proved. Probably Senator 
Lorimer himself would be satisfied with a mere 
failure to prove by legal evidence the charge that 
he is the beneficiary of criminal operations, but 
Senator Lorimer has given no sign that he is to 
be taken as a moral exemplar. 
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It is now reported: that the Supreme Court’s 
decision in the Standard Oil and Tobacco Trust 
cases will probably not be handed down until

the hours which she gives to domestic 
service, in the one or more homes she 
supplies with that article, she is far 


ibetter paid than shop or factory work- 


ers. 
I asked Mrs. Winnifred Harper Cooley, 
secretary Of the Associated Clubs of 
Domestic Science and the writer of ar- 
ticles on the servant problem, whether 
she thought women would adopt the 
contracting houseworker. 
“They must,” she said. “The whole 
servant difficulty simply resolves itself 
into this—the; average housewife is still 
trying to make her maid a bond slave, 
when she should recognize her as a 
business woman. 
OMESTIC service is a business, 
and it should be placed and kept 
on a business basis. The relation be- 
tween mistress and maid should Be 
kept clear from all personal entangle- 
ments, as the relation between the 
president of a trust company and his 
bookkeepers. 
“Under the conditions generally pre- 
vailing, what self-respecting young 
woman would think of becoming a cook, 
a -chambermaid or general ouse- 
work girl? It is not that the work Itself 
seems to them degrading. Naturally, 
other things being equal, most women 


‘ would prefer to work in a home, where 


surroundings are pleasant and 
Housework offers variety, 
too, and a chance to wear comfortable 
clothing,. and a proper amount of the 
work is not physically burdensome. 

“But the atmosphere of continual in- 
terference with one’s own personal life 
is utterly unbearable.
